FOR  THE  BOROUGH  OF  TOTNES. 


Year  1947 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

During  the  year  the  standard  of  health  of  the  population 
of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  proceeded  apace  and 
the  permanent  residents  in  the  age  group  0-5  years  have 
almost  without  exception  received  their  two  immunising  doses. 
Most  of  the  children  of  5  years  and  over  have  received  a 
booster  dose.  The  work  has  been  carried  out,  in  the  main,  by 
regular  monthly  sessions  at  a  central  school,  but  some  of 
the  immunisation  has  been  done  by  the  family  doctor. 

During  the  year  4  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified. 
Those  requiring  Sanatorium  treatment  have  been  admitted  to 
the  Devon  County  Sanatorium,  Hawkmoor.  The  routine  check  up 
of  cases  and  contacts  has  been  most  efficiently  managed  by  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

A  mild  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  the  spring  and 
early  summer,  but  no  serious  complications  were  repcr  ted. 

There  is  no  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Venereal 
Disease,  not  a  single  case  having  been  notified  during  the  year. 
Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  should  they  occur, 
are  available  at  Clinics  in  Torquay  and  Plymouth. 

Water  Supply. 

There  is  a  constant  and  sufficient  supply  within  the 
Borough.  It  is  all  chlorinated,  but  In  some  cases  there  is 
further  treatment.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  not  plumbo- 
solvent  and  at  least  §Q%  of  the  houses  and  properties  are 
serviced  from  the  main.
